Some weeks ago, at a meeting in Chicago, pending the 
completion of a code, the broom handle manufactures 
agreed on minimum sales prices, which were at an ad¬ 
vance over the former prices that were being quoted. 

As these advances were uniform, according to qual¬ 
ity, the status of the Maple Handles that we have 
recommended has not changed. At the same time this 
change in prices has made it compulsory to advance 
the prices on these handles some. 

At the same time we have not canged our former 
prices on either beech, fir or polished handles. 

As these codes are completed and accepted, we feel 
that the manufacturing cost of handles will be raised 
considerably and look for higher prices from the mills 
at any time.
